ing to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  ss®d  street 
purposes  a tract  of  land  60  ft.  in  width  described  as  follows: 

The  60  feet  east  of  west  sixty  one  (61)  feet  of  Lot  No.  2 of 
Eckarts  subdivision  of  Pughs  Out-lots  Nos.  7 & 8,  also  the  east 
twenty-three  (23)  feet  of  Lot.  No.  3,  an  of  Lot  No.  4 and  the 
west  seven  feet  of  Lot  No.  5 in  Wehrles  Addition  situated  in  the 
East  half  north-west  quarter  section  13,  Township  Thirty  , 

North  Range  12  East;  all  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed 
opening  and  extending  of  Force  Street  as  above  described,  now 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said 
city.  The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially
